Wages Increased but Union is Not 


Recognized. 


Aggregate Loss to Miners and Coal Handlers 


Reason of Strike Placed at One Hundred 


Million, Nine Hundred Thousand.

Washington, March 21.—The report 


of the Anthracite Coal Strike commis- 
sion was made.public this morning. 


It provides in general for 
an in- 


crease of 10 per cent 
in rates of 


wages paid contract miners and for a 
reduction in hours per day for other 
mine workers. Engineers are to work 
hereafter in eight hour shifts ,with a 
10 per cent increase in wages where 
they have been working heretofore in 
such 
shifts. 
Other 
« 
pumpmen are to have a five per cent 
increase. Firemen are to have eight 
hour shifts without an increase. Other 
mine workers are to he" paid the same 
-wages on the basis of a nine-hour 


day that they have been receiving for 


__a ten hour day. A board of concilia-

There shall be

labor organization, nor shall there be 
any interference by union men witii 
non-union men. 


The awards made shall continue in 


force until March 31, 1906. 


The findings wer<j unanimous. 
The aggregate loss to the miners 


and coal handlers T>y reason of 
the 


strike is placed at one hundred mill- 
ion, nine hundred thousand dollars. 


The entire report of the commission 


comprises 87 printed pages, oF about 
50;000 words. Particular stress is 
laid by the members updn the fact 
that the findings are unanimous. A 
large part of the roport is devoted to 
a history of the strike and a review 
of the conditions prevailing in the 
anthracite regions. 


An interesting chapter in the find- 


ings is devoted to a discussion of 
"discrimination, lawlessness, boycot- 
ting and blacklisting", and therein 
some plain words are spoken.
